REMARKS 



The application includes claims 1-13 prior to entering this amendment. 

The examiner indicates allowable claims 3-6, 8, and 11-13 if rewritten in independent 
form to include all the limitations of the base and any intervening claims. 

The examiner rejects claims 1-2, 7, and 9-10 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wright et al. (U.S. patent no. 6,313,703). 

The applicant amends claims 1, 4-7, 9, and 12-13 and cancels claims 2-3, 8, and 10-1 1 
without prejudice. 

The application remains with claims 1, 4-7, 9, and 12-13 after entering this 
amendment. 

The applicant adds no new matter and request reconsideration. 

Claims AUoM'able 

The applicant thanks examiner Lee for indicating allowable claims 3-6, 8, and 11-13 
if rewritten in independent form to include all the limitations of the base and any intervening 

claims. 

The applicant rewrites claim 1 to include all of the limitations of claims 2 and 
allowable claim 3. Claims 4-6 depend from claim 1. 

The applicant rewrites claim 7 to include all of the limitations of claim 2 and 
allowable claim 8. 

The applicant rewrites claim 9 to include all of the limitations of claim 10 and 
allowable claim 1 1 . 

The applicant rewrites claims 12 and 13 in independent form to include all of the 
limitations of claims 9 and 10. 

Claims 1, 4-7, 9, and 12-13 should be in condition for the examiner's allowance.
